Did you ever wonder why we have an abundant 
supply of. beef all the year round, instead of ju3t 
during the late summer, and fall when ranchers 
round up their herds and send them to market? 
The reason is that there are two kinds of steers. 

The first kind is what the meat people call "fin- 
ished" — a steer whletu can Immediately provide suc- 
culent roasts, steaks, stews, hamburger and other 
dishes. These animals are bought by the packers, 
and the cuts from them are soon on the nation's din- 
ner tables, 

The second kind aren't so well finished. These 
animals are bought by cattle feeders. They are fed 
great quantities of grains and grasses and Improved 
in both quality and quantity. Three to six months 
later they are sent to market again and bought by 
the packers, at a time when a diminished supply of 
steers is coming from the ranges. Thus the supply 
of beef Is evened oyer the year. 

This does more, than to assure that we will 
have plenty of beef available whenever we want it. 
It also helps to stabilize . the beef price structure. 
Otherwise, beef prices at wholesale and retail would 
soar between one roundup and the next. 

The meat industry is geared to satisfying our 
needs in the most efficient and economical fashion, 
no matter what the date on the calendar.

Tribute to Private Enterprise 

Most people think of the , telephone industry In 
terms of a single major systetn. However, as in the 
case of other typical American enterprises, the ex- 
cellent telephone service which is taken for granted 
in even the smallest communities, is in considerable 
part a product of the tireless energy of managements 
in scores of independent companies, whose import- 
ance is steadily increasing. 

In the words of Newsweek magazine, "A striking 
phenomenon of the postwar years has been the steady 
shift of industry from large population centers to 
small ones. A little-noticed but significant by-pro- 
duct of this has been the mushrooming growth of so- 
called independent telephone companies which, with 
a few exceptions, serve small communities." 



Newsweek then went on 'to describe the de- 
velopment ot one of these companies which recently 
announced a "streamlining" program to keep pace 
with its rapid, growth. This partlclar company 
(General Telephone Co.) through IB subsidiaries 
serves parts' of 21 states. It has assets of about 
5500,000,000. Its new construction budget this year 
is $80,000,000. It will convert 59,200 phones to dial 
operation, ' 

What makes all of this doubly significant .Is the 
fact that here, is an industry about which the public 
knows little, going ahead with the job of furnishing 
a vital service to the-ruraj areas of the nation. v There 
have been no long winded debates in Congress," , and 
no appropriations from the federal treasury, and. yet 
our country has the best telephone service- in the 
world. If this isn't a tribute to taxpaying, business- 
managed private enterprise, what. is? 

Mail by Rail 

Ninety years ago, a train pulled out of Chicago 
hauling a new-fangled car that looked like a cross be- 
tween a box car and a passenger coach, This was an 
historic moment — for that car was the first of the. roll- 
ing post off ices, even though railroads had carried mail 
in bulk as early as 1831, 

The rolling postofficc revolutionized the mail ser- 
vice, providing a speed and certainty of delivery that 
would have seemed unbelievable in prior times. To- 
day 2,600 of tile cars ply the 137,000 miles of railroad 
designated as mall routes by the Post Office De- 
partment. Some 14,500 postal.cmployes sort the mail 
on the move, while the railroads have nearly 50,000 
of their own men assigned to handling the mail in 
stations. In addition, the lines make available for 
the mails a fleet of more than 11,500 baggage and 
express cars. 

There is no question that mall by rail Is the 
backbone of the postal system. The Iron Horse car- 
ries 35,000,000,000 pieces of mall a year— about 85 per 
cent of all non-local postal traffic. The law provides 
that the mail must be given preferential treatment 
over all other traffic — which means that in an emer- 
gency passengers might have to wait while the malls 
went through. Such an eventuality is hardly -likely, 
however— the railroad-post office teams work to- 
gether so smoothly and efficiently that each day's 
mountain of mall melts away into millions of, mall- 
box molehills in routine fashion. 

Finally, the railroads do this tremendous job for 
a very modest wage. Payments to the rails account 
for only 12V4 per cent of the Post Office Depart- 
ment's total expenses. And for transporting each 
piece of first-class mall the rails receive less than one- 
eighth of a cent — or about one- twenty -fourth ,of 
each three cents' worth of postage thus used.

SCHEfTECTADY. N. V. — The 
Maritime Administration Is now 
using electricity to- preyenT Amer- 
ica's mothball fleet from rusting 
away. Many ships, of the National 
Defense Reserve Fleet are being 
saved from corrosion by an "elec- 
trocution" process devised by Gen- 
eral Eletftric engineers; 

The new process ■ actually does 
electrocute the ships In a mild sort 
of way. Direct current from elec- 
trodes buried in the mud along 
the shore passes through the water 
to the underwater sections of the 
ship hulls'. This makes the hulls 
part of an electric circuit's and 
causes an electrochemical xeac- 

tlon which prevents the hulls from 
corroding and results in the elec- 
trodes rusting away Instead, 

Rectifiers make this ship-savin? 
process feasible. . Stationed on 
shore, they convert the normal al- 
ternating . current Into .the direct 
current'. .required for this, opera- 

. tlon. ■ ', - ' 

Previously, ships had to go Into 
drydock ever/three years for 
scraping, refinishlng and painting. 
Now they can be left In the water 
saving the government an esti- 
mated tl.500 per ship per year.

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Digestive System 
Of Honeyguide 
Under Army Study 



W A S H I N G T O N-Oneof the 
world's most fantastic 'birds, the 
African greater honeyguide, Is dis- 
tantly related to the North Amer- 
ican woodpeckers. The honeyguide 
Is one of two known living crea- 
tures that can digest wax, the 
principal food which it obtains 
from bees' nests. Living speci- 
mens of these birds will be studied 
at the Army Medical Center to 
determine what mokes this diges- 
tion possible. 

It is hoped to find Intestinal mi- 
cro-organisms, possibly of some 
unknown species, or hitherto un- 
known enzymes.- If they, can be 
identified, they may have a role 
in aiding medication aspects of the 
treatment of. tuberculosis. 

In Africa, the honeyguide leads 
natives to the location of a bees' 
nest. Since the nest must be bro- 
ken open before the bird con feed 
on the wax, it deliberately seeks 
out a human being and then 
"guides" him to the treasure. The 
honeyguide does not eat honey, 
but feasts on the wax. 

This behavior has been reported 
hundreds of times. Once a man's 
attention has been attracted, he 
is likely to take the hint, since 
the bird's reputation is well estab- 
lished and a store of honey is 
eagerly desired by the natives. 
The bird will fly n short distance, 
wait for the man who is following, 
and then make another short {light. 
It takes no chances on the honey 
hunter losing the trail. 



Runaway Problem 
Seen in Study 

HARRISBURG.Pa.— Some Indica- 
tion of the size and, importance of 
the problem of runaway children 
may be given by a recent study 
made on this subject In Penn- ■ 
sylvania by the Division of Rural 
Child Welfare of the State Depart- 
ment of Welfare. 

In most states, runaways are 
legally classified as delinquents. 
The Pennsylvania study reveals 
that in 1952 an estimated 845 run- 
away children under the age 10 
from other states were found In 
Pennsylvania, including one from 
Hawaii and one from Puerto Rico, 
and 143 children were returned 
to Pennsylvania from other states. 

Both of these figures are thought 
to be underestimates. It is a com- 
mon practice for police and other 
agencies that And runaway chil- 
dren to return them to their homes , 

without referral to the police de- 
partment or other agency in their 
home communities; often no offi- 
cial record or- count of them is 
kept. 

The Pennsylvania study may be, 
of interest and value to other 
States that have felt need to as- 
sess their runaway problem. The 
report tells how the survey was 
made and gives data on what is 
done with runaway children when 
they are found and what services 
ore available to help them. 



Large-Loss Fires 
Threat fo Economy 

NEW YORK — Large-loss fires 
have serious effect on the nation's 
economy and pose a threat to our 
defenses-potential, say Fire Pro- 
tection Engineers. A large-loss fire 
Is one that destroys property worth 
$250,000 or more, and the nation 
is presently having about 300 such 
nrcs annually. 

While these represent only a 
small fraction of one per cent of 
the total number of fires in the 
United States, they account for 
about 24 per cent of the nation's 
dollar fire loss, which last year 
amounted to $903 million. 

Such large-loss fires are indica- 
tive of the trend away from city 
conflagrations, typical of which 
was the Baltimore fire of 50 years 
ago that burned out B0 blocks in 
the city's business district. The 
Baltimore loss was estimated at 
$50,000,000, the approximate equiv- 
alent of a single Industrial fire 
lost year.
